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(57) Abstract: A wing mirror unit (1), in 
particular for a motor vehicle, comprising 
a base plate (2), on which by means of a 
pivot construction a supporting frame (5) 
is provided. The wing niirror (1) further 
comprises an electric actuator, with which the 
supporting frame (5) is pivotal with respect to 
the base plate (2) between a folded orientation, 
in which the supporting frame (5) substantially 
abuts along the body of the motor vehicle 
(3), and an unfolded orientation, in which the 
supporting frame (5) is substantially oriented 
transversely to the body (3). Furthermore, 
the electric actuator is provided with an 
engaging part coupled with the supporting 
frame (5), which engaging part is adjustable 
with respect to the base part (2) substantially 
transversely to the body (3) between a first 
orientation located near the base plate (2) and 
a second orientation located farther outward 
with respect to the body (3). 
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
